WORK FOR TEAM OF OXEN. 


Connecticut Woman Sees Many Vir- 
tues In the Patient Animals. 
For the small farm er as well as for 
the man who farm s on a larger scale I 
believe oxen are well nigh indispensa­ 
ble on a New England farm, says a 
Connecticut woman correspondent of 
the Rural New Yorker. If a man can­ 
not afford as large and heavy a team 
o f horses as he needs he will do well, 
Instead of buying a cheaper span of 
horses, to invest in a yoke of working 
cattle, with a horse for driving be­ 
sides. The oxen will do all the heavy 
work and do it well, for, although they 
are slow, they are sure. 
The horse 
can be used for work that the oxen 
cannot do, such as on the mowing ma­ 
chine, rake, cultivating, etc. 
In our 
hill country oxen are constantly prov­ 
ing their value. 
One large farm has 
two yoke of cattle, which haul all the 
wood from the woods over rough, 
stony lands and apologetic roads. They 
also haul heavy loads of grain and

coal from the station, hay and ice in 
the season aud art* being used con­ 
stantly the year around. 
They do not, as a rule, req hire shoe­ 
ing when used on the farm alone, but 
when taken upon the roads they require 
shoeing if their feet are to be kept in 
good condition. 
They require the fol­ 
lowing ration of grain, which keeps 
them in first class working order: 
Two quarts of bran mixed with the 
same amount of cornmeal or two 
quarts of shorts mixed with the same 
am ount of meal, fed twice daily, night 
and morning, making eight quarts a 
day for each ox. 
A large forkful of 
hay given three times a day-m orning, 
noon and night—with plenty of fresh 
drinking water, constitutes the best 
bill of fare for a yoke of oxen. Oxen, 
of course, should receive their ration 
of salt also. 
Many farm ers believe 
th at their work in the long run is 
more profitable than that of horses, for 
unless tuberculosis gets in the herd 
they are not as liable to spells of sick­ 
ness as horses are, they have greater 
strength and more endurance and are 
( 


lot afflicted with “nerves,” therefore 
ess liable to take affright and smash 
things generally. 
They are not as ex­ 
pensive to keep as horses, and, besides, 
when their days of working are over 
they can be fattened easily and die on 
the right side of the ledger, but when 
the horse is dead he is dead and a 
dead loss besides. 
Since time imme­ 
morial the ox bas been the faithful 
servant of man. 
We do not care for 
ihim as we do for the horse. 
We do

FOR FARMERS 


Rations For Laying Hens. 


I have found for laying liens in w in­ 
ter that best results are obtained by 
feeding a masli made of cornmeal and 
wheat bran, wetted with sweet or sour 
milk, or if milk is not available with 
water, writes a Missouri poultry raiser 
in Orange Judd Farmer. 
I also feed 
green cut bone when 
I cannot get 
milk. 
This is fed early in the morn­ 
ing. 
W heat or Kaffir corn is given at 
noon and corn at night. 
This ration 
has alw ays 
proved 
satisfactory 
for 
fowls running at large during spring 
or summer. 
Plenty of good grain al­ 
w ays gives good results. 
I raise the 
Single Comb W hite Leghorns and let 
the fowls have all they want to eat, 
never fearing that they will get fat. 
They shell out the eggs well, both 
winter and summer, when properly 
cared for. 
I never neglect giving them 
plenty o f good water. 
Hens require 
a great deal, especially while laying.

nev< -(Pose to require the sow that is 
returned for a breeder to have the “ear­ 
marks’

and not fatten. 
The nicely rounded, 
compact, “ pretty” sow is not likely to 
be a very profitable one.

As long as she will 
produce fifteen pigs a year and nour­ 
ish them properly the price of pork 
should never be high enough to drive 
her to market.

Bedding Fo r Swine. 
During dry times there is a temp­ 
tation to allow the bedding to remain 
too long in the nests and thus allow 
the lice to get a big start. They should 
be cleaned as often as in wet, cold 
seasons. 
The old bedding makes a splendid 
mulch for the newly set fruit trees. 
Straw is cheap on the farm, and the 
more you use in bedding the more fer­ 
tility is carried to the land again. 
If for no other reason than to have 
plenty of the best bedding, it is handy 
to have tw enty acres of wheat or oth 
er small grain to thrush (‘ach season.

H int the Udder With Air 


Usually Bins Relief. 


Milk fever begins to show itself usu­ 
ally in about twelve hours after the 
calf comes, and the first symptoms are 
simply a refusal to eat and a general 
uneasiness, writes II. Leigh Hunt in 
Country Gentleman. 
Usually the cow 
keeps up a gentle lowing, easily mis­ 
taken for the sound many cows make 
to a newborn calf. 
In a few hours 
the cow loses the use of her limbs, 
gets down with head around on her 
side and becomes unconscious; death 
ensues in a few' hours more. 
If taken 
at the sta rt little treatment is neces­ 
sary to arrest the trouble. 
Fill the 
udder with air—I have heard of its 
being 
done 
by 
blowing 
with 
the 
mouth through a milking tube— then 
tie the teat with a piece of soft tape 
or cloth to keep the air in. 
This will 
usually arrest the disease; it is not too 
late after the cow is down and seem­ 
ingly unconscious. 
The best course is to summon a vet­ 
erinarian as soon as the cow is discov­ 
ered, but if she is bad get air into tile 
udder by some means if possible be­ 
fore he comes. 
I knew tw o cases this past summer 
to come on after ten days of milking. 
The cows were extra good ones, were 
in good pasture and fed heavily ou 
mill feed. 
The veterinarian said he 
had never had such a case after so 
long a period of milking, but the sym p­ 
toms were the same- the cows down 
and seemingly nearly gone so Im * gave 
them the milk fever treatment and 
both recovered. 
Heavy feeding was 
the cause, in his opinion.

Work That Can Be Done In Winter te 
Make It Productive. 
Cabbage, 
onions and other gross 
feeders require more m anure than such 
vegetables as peas or beans. Henhouse 
droppings and hen manure are cold, 
but very rich, and should be put in 
large quantities on the plat where 
you expect to plant onions, cabbage or 
celery. 
Do not 
manure the potato 
patch with hen manure. 
Ashes are good for the onion bed, as 
they are for most vegetables, if prop­ 
erly used, possibly being better for the 
grape vines and strawberries, as these 
plants require large amounts of pot­ 
ash, says a writer in Farm Progress. I 
have heard it said that tomatoes do not 
need fertilizer, but I have not found 
this true. 
Well rotted cow manure I 
con si <lep the hest for plants requiring 
warm sci . as the tomato, eggplant, 
okra and pepper. Peas and beans will 
require some manure, but less than 
any oilier vegetables. Lima beans will 
stand considerable fertilizing. 
Stable and farm manure is battel 
for the garden than commercial for 
tiiizor, because it brings out a bcttc'i 
mechanical condition of tho soil. en­ 
abling it to stand both drought and 
excessive wet much better when it 
contains leaved vegetation. 
In ease of 
beans or sweet potatoes, for instance, 
rotted straw, which contains hut little 
elements of fertility, is ample because 
it is mere essential to keep the soil 
loose and moist than to manure exces­ 
sively. 
I break tile garden in the fall and 
apply manure in the winter, harrow­ 
ing it in when tin* ground is dry in the 
spring. The plat where late cabbage 
and celery are to be grown should be 
manured heavily and replowed late in 
the 
spring 
after 
the 
weeds 
have 
started. 
Every one should compost every 
available bit of manure. 
Build a rail 
pen in the garden, and into this throw 
all the ashes and trash about the place 
that will rot and become fertilizer. 
Pour the wash w ater into it, for it 
has some value. 
The pile will be 
ready to scatter over the garden in the 
spring. 
There is a place for commercial fer­ 
tilizer, too, though I use it sparingly. 
Two hundred pounds to the acre on 
the straw berry bed a t blooming time 
will work wonders in both yield, qual­ 
ity and color.
